A sequel.to the big seizure of heroin, 
on the French mail steamer Angers last 
week, took place at the Central Mngis- 
tracy, before Mr. R. E. Lindsell, on 
Saturday , morning, when o Japanese 
passenger on the vessel, named Jonejiro 
Tanaks, aged 37 years, who pleaded 
guilty to two ‘charges brought against 


him under the Dangera-Drugs Ordinance, |’ 


of unlawful possession of 8,200 ounces of 
heroin, and importing the drug, was com- 
mitted for trial at the Criminal Sessions.

The 9,200 ounces of heroin were made up 
in 39 carboard boxes, each box contain- 
ing 95 .ounces.
